OAKLAND, Calif., March 21 
(AP) — An investigation was 
launched today of the flaming 
crash of a four-efigined plane last 
night in which 35 passengers and 
crewmen were killed. 


Among the dead was Airman 
Second Class Norman E. Wilson, 
2424 Gaty avenue, East St. Louis, 
Negro, 21 years old. 

The Transocean Air Lines cargo 
plane, operated on lease from the 
Air Forse, plummeted into a 
soggy field of cabbage at Decoto, 
20 miles south of here, just a few 
minutes after clearing for a land- 
ing at Oakland airport. 

Alameda county sheriff's Capt. 
Richard E. Condon, on the crash 
scene, confirmed that there were 
no survivors, 

Passengers Were Airmen. 

All passengers were Air Force 
personnel bound for the Far East. 
There were five in the crew, in- 
cluding the stewardess. They in- 
cluded the company’s chief pilot, 
Harvey Rogers, 41 years old, 
Lafayette, Calif. He is survived 
by a widow and three children.

The wing's loca- 
tion was not disclosed. 

Many of the airmen's next-of- 
kin live in Roswell, said an Air 
Force information officer. Most 
of the victims had been stationed 
there for some: time. 

Plane a Ball of Fire. 

Eyewitnesses ‘Said the plane 
drifted through a light rain and 
then bounced off the field and 
ignited in a ball of fre. 

(A United Press dispatch said 
authorities sought to learn wheth- 
er the crash was caused by ice 
coated on the plane's control sur- 
faces, 

(Civil Aeronautics Authority 
officials said the pilot of the 
four-motor plane gave no indi- 
cation of trouble last night when 
he radiotd the Oakland airport 
23 miles north of here and said 
he was flying at an altitude of 
3500 feet to make a standard in- 
strument landing approach.) 

Mrs. Henry Andrade, who lives 
only 300 yards from the crash 
scene, said she heard a crash 
and then a series of explosions.

Mussolini Did It 

The Rev. Francis J. Corley S.J. of St. Louis 
told the National Catholic Conference on Family 
Life in Philadelphia that the Federal Govern- 
ment should provide monthly payments to large 
families to ease the financial burden of caring 
for children in such faipilies. Putting the total 
cost in the United States at $1,750,000,000; he 
proposed a monthly check of $12 for a family 
with three children, an additional $10 for the 
fourth child and $8 additional for the fifth and 
each succeeding child. He poimted out that such 
payments are in force in 48 countries. 

There can be no. disagreement with the St. 
Louis churchman that much of the nation’s 
liquor bill would be better spent on the welfare 
of the country’s children. To this end, it is.whol- 
ly desirable to raise the level of child health 
and welfare through better health and welfare 
facilities, In the last 25 years these facilities

Last Sunday attention was directed by this 
page to tile fact that few newspapers east of the 


influence peddling against Democratic party of- 
ficials had earned large headlines and heavy em- 
phasis in the Truman Administration, it was 
puzzling to find the news about similar charges 
on the G. O. P. side now largely ignored.

an opportunity to be counted on the merits of 
the measure, the public utilities committee will 
have to take favorable action. As of now, there- 
fore, the dental health of the city is in the hands 
of the committee's seven members. They are:

The White House and McCarthy 


Asked if a McCarthy was helping fight Communism, the 
President said he did not know what the Senator was trying to do; 
Catholic journal urges Administration to find out; says G.O.P, 
i leaders cannot evade issues of political morality and McCarthyism. 


An Editorial in The Commonweal 


Toward the end ofthe late campaign, 
when some of Gen. Eisenhower's independ- 
ent supporters expressed their disillusion- 
ment at his indorsement of Senators Mc- 
Carthy Jenner et al., a disingenuous apol- 
ogy was made for his conduct. 

e indorsement, it was said, was a 
necessity because only an Eisenhower vic- 
tory could insure the decline of McCarthy- 
ism as a national menace. Elected, the 
General would “control” the demagogues 
in his own party. 

The present end 
of such hopes was 
summarized in a re- 
cent Herblock car- 
toon. In it Messrs. 
McCarthy, Jenner 
and Velde are seen 
riding triumphantly, 
in full witches’ garb, 
through the sky over 
the national capital. 
The-vehicle for their 
flight is the tradi-

Herblock irony seems justified by events 
of the month. At this point, at least, 
it seems that we can expect little effective 
opposition to McCarthy from the executive 
branch of the Government. 


When questioned at a recent press con- 
ference about whether he thought Senator 
McCarthy’s investigation of che Voice of 
America is helping the fight against Ccm- 
munism, President Eisenhower replied that 
well, he didn’t know exactly what Mr. Mc- 
Carthy was aiming to do. Jt was a ques- 
tion, he said, that he would not answer 
without a bit more preparation on it be- 
cause he just had not thought about his 
particular function, what he can do and 
what would happen if he did not do it. 


It would be well for Mr. Eisenhower to 
do his “bit more preparation” quickly. 
The material for it is close at hand. After 
his study he might still be unable to pass 
judgment on Mr. McCarthy’s aims“ but 
he could safely guess the probable result 
of the Senator’s present influence on 
American life. 


It is a result not pleasant to contem- 


plate. For the Senator’s mentality and 
methods are such that, apart from any 
question of his “aims,” he poisons what- 
ever he touches. 

In his hands the fight against subversion 


becomes a fight against free opinion, and 
the quest for “efficiency” becomes a quest 
for conformity. Any criticism of him is 


thus, in his view, “a vicious smear job,“ 


whoever voices it “a Communist thinker” 
and any paper which publishes it a local 
“edition of the Daily Worker.” 

Senator McCarthy has honored publica- 
tions as diverse as The Washington Post 
and the Jesuit-edited America (whose edi- 
tor he accused of doing a “vicious smear 
job” when that journal called him on his 
own smear of Adlai Stevenson) with his 
abuse. . 

He seems to define a “Communist think- 
er” as anyone who dares oppose his own 
twisted concept of “Americanism.” He is 
the man who has accused both George 
Marshall and Dean Acheson of a deliberate 
plot to betray their country and talked 
publicly of “beating” a distinguished citi- 
zen into conformity with his own views. 

The fact that he is now so powerful in 
the Senate that few dare challenge his 
authority, that through his “investigation” 
he is actually influencing the policy of 
both the Voice of America and of the State 
Department itself, should therefore be a 
cause for anguished concern to responsible 
members both political parties. It 
should certainly be a cause for such con- 
cern for President Eisenhower. 

The excuse made for the President's 
original indorsement of the McCarthy- 
Jenner tribe was based on a legalistic and, 
ultimately, amoral philosophy of politics. 
Party “unity,” it was said, demanded the 
support of all party members. 

A similar legalism is offered now. to 
excuse: the President of any responsibility 
for the conduct of Republican members of 
Congress. For Congress, it is argued, has 
the “right” to investigate, and it is a right 
with ‘which, in the President’s own words, 
it would be dangerous for the Executive 
to interfere. 

The legalism is nice, and in a sense true, 
but it can be dangerous, too. The legis- 
lators’ right to investigate is not absolute. 
It should be governed by considerations of 
both justice and prudence. And questions 
of political morality cannot be forever 
evaded by appeals to political expediency. 
Sooner or later, the issue of Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s power will have to be faced, hon- 
estly and courageously, by the responsible 


„leaders of his own party. 


One hopes that they will face this ques- 
tion, and answer it, before too mueh of 
what is decent and intelligent in American 
life is subverted or destroyed. The voice 
of a Joseph McCarthy must never become 
the voice of America, but the danger that 
it may is both clear and present now.

“If this rule was carried out 
or all investigating committees, 
would be possible for the ma- 
ority party to put a lid on in- 
vestigations of abuses of the party 
in power,” he told the Senate in 
announcing his decision.
